The following food items are needed to feed zoo animals from now until the 
end of 1988:

Oatmeal 20; 1bs. 400 lbs. 
Rodent lab chow 4 lbs. 80 lbs. 
Sunflower seed 252 DS's 500 lbs. 
Guinea pig pellets 100 lbs. 2.0007 Ibs. 
Poultry starter 50 lbs. 1,000 lbs. 
Trout: chow .< 100 lbs. 2,000 lbs. 
Country pal 700 lbs. 14,000 lbs. 
(16% protein, 3/8-1/2 inch extruded pellets) 

Back-40 Starter-Grower 100 lbs. 2,000 lbs. 
Goat power 1,000 lbs. 20,000 lbs. 
Pig grower 100 lbs. 100 lbs. 
Whole corn 350° LPS; 7,000 kbs; 
Mineralized salt block Jo Lose: 140 lbs. 
Oyster shell 7 lbs. 140 lbs.

Notes on vendor and products: 


l. With the exception of whole corn and mineralized salt blocks, these items 
are all bagged grain feeds (in 50 or 25 lb. bags). 


2. Price should include delivery. 


3. Deliveries are usually necessary every 2-4 weeks. The quickest response 
time from ordering to delivery is optimal. 


4. Availability of greatest number of products from one vendor simplifies 
ordering and delivery. 


5. Proper practice and USDA regulations require that grain products be stored 
no longer than 30 or 60 days, depending on the exact product. 


6. The whole corn has been delivered to us in a farm corn wagon (holding 
7,000 lbs.) and that wagon has been left at the zoo at no additional 
charge. If a wagon was not provided, the corn would have to be bagged. 


7. Advanced booking or contract pricing on grain products can result in 
higher prices due to widely fluctuating prices of grain commodities. 


8. Radical changes in animal diets, such as changes in feed manufacturers, 
are considered poor animal husbandry. Such changes can be made if the 
transition is gradual (such as mixing the two feeds together but fre- 
quent feed changes can be detrimental to animal health. This is one 
reason why animal managers prefer to stay with one brand. 


9. A second basic principle of feeding animals: We seek diets that are 
successful then stick with them. If an animal thrives on a given diet,

we don't change it; if the animal doesn't do well, we seek a better 
diet. 


Our current vendor, Milan Center, has provided exceptional service. They de- 
liver at a moment's notice, in blizzard or drought. They procure, transport, 
and provide us farm livestock (pigs, cows, sheep, chickens) at no cost to 

us. Other grain vendors we've tried have been less than satisfactory.
